FUEL TANK AND ITS MANUFACTURING METHOD 

A steel sheet is press formed to profiles of an upper half 51 and a 
lower half 52. At least inner surfaces or both surfaces of the halves 51. 52 
are coated with a plating metal. Thereafter, the upper half 51 is put on 
the lower half 52. and its flange 6 is soldered to a flange 9 of the lower 
half 52 in an oven. Since the flanges 6, 9 are soldered together at a 
sufficiently lower temperature, the plating metal keeps its 
corrosion-preventing faculty without damages by soldering.
